A warlike agitation 
has been in progress in tha Balkans, notably 
in Bulgaria, for the past three months, aud 
now that mobilisation is faking place on a 
very large scale, ostensibly ior tho innocent 

purpose of “ manouvies,” Turkey has 
become alarmed and finds it necessary to 
have" maucuvres” also, at a point most 
inconveniently near to the Montengrin 
frontior. Greece algo is mobilising on the 
ground that Turkey inay seek a iasue from 
her domestic differencos against Ler neigh- 
bour, and all vessels fying the Greek flag 
have been withdrawn from Turkish waters, 
Meanwhile Italy, which is still at war with 
Turkey, appears to bo consider ately staying 
her hand. ‘Turkey dues not seem at all 
eager to ongage in another war, but she 
is sahowmg an obstinate resistance to the 


demands ‘of the Balkan States which his }: 


made the crisis acute and brought. the 
provinces to the brink of war. Their 
chief demand is for autonomy for 
Macedonia, and the Russian Minister at 
Constantinople has been urging: upon the 
Turkish Minister tho uéceésity: for the 
prompt application of reforma in Mitce- 
donia, as being essential to the success 
of the efforts the Powers are mating. to 
avert the outbreak of hostilities. In view 
of the somewhat mysterious ‘references 
which have been made in recent telegrams 
concerning. the proposals. which Count 
Burxcwronp, Minister o£ Boreigh Affairs in 
Austro-Hungary, submitted to the Governe 
mounts of Europe in regard to Turkish 
affairs, it is especially: gratifying to learn, 
from a telegram appearing in our columas 
to-day, that, the Powers are in perfect 
accord. The Porte’s knowledge that - the 
Powers are most anxioud not to make her 
work more difficult by applying anything in 
the nature of pressure * will doubtless 
exert an influence upon the negotiations 
such as, let us hope, will aveit the threa- 
tened hostilities and lead to the prompt 
applicatior of the reforms which are 
regarded as absolutely uecesaary to pacify 
the extraordinary mixture of nationalities in 
these turbulent States. The reforms for 
which the States hnve so lung been ayitat- 
ing must now be conceded, and with the 
co-operation of the Powers it seems possible 
for Turkey to grant to Macedonia the ‘fulj 
measure of automomy desired and ‘safe- 
guard at the same time the sovereignty of 
the Sultan, But wo doubt very much 
whather tlhe Balkan States will long remain 
content with this.

BAZAAR AT THE CITY “HALL: 


- The annua! sale of work in aid of the 
Fairlea Boarding School and the: Baxter: 
Day Schools, started by Miss Johnston 
and carricd on by the late Miss Eyre, 
took place at the City Hall ‘yesterday 
afternoon, and met with a considerable 
measure of public support. Tho: bazaar 
is usually*arranged by Miss Fletcher, but! 
in her absence Mrs. Barnett undertook 
the work, The: articles sold are reccived 
ag contributions from friends and well- 
wisherg at Homo, and take the form of 
fancy goods and useful and ornamental 
goods, These were tastefully arranged 
and were shown to advantage. As usual, 
Jocal ladies readily offered their services 
to dispose of the goods, and the sale 
proved very satisfactory, The bazaar 
was opencd in the afternoon by Lady 
May, who was introduced by Archdeacon 
Barnett. : 

The Arcrpracox, in doing so, said :— 
Before asking Lady May to open the sale 
officially, I would like to say a. word or 
two. You all know: that educational 
work in Hongkong is divided inte two 
sections. The first is -self-supporting, 
and the second is dependent upon ex- 
ternal help. Fairlea comes under the 
second class. It would be impossible to 
arry on the work at Fairlea were it not 
for such help ‘as you are offering this 
afternoon. | Fairlea, as you. know, has 
heen continued in the Colony for over 
a quarter of.a century. When Miss Eyre 
first camp to Hongkong she began-her 
career in Fairlea and for many yearg was 
associated with. the work, At present 
the work is orphaned, . because Miss 
Fletcher, who has been in charge since 
Miss Johnson died, is:also in. England. 
Miss Rodger has been lent to ua from 
Pakhoi in order’ that she may continue 
the work until-sumeone comes out from 
Horne to relieve her. Even the building 
has ‘been taken from Fairlea-by the Uni- 
versity coming into our midst, and new 
quarters have been rented not far off, 
These quarters are very expensive. We 
have to pay nearly $2,300 for one year 
for the temporary quarters for the girls’ 
school. I mention these things because 
I think you ought to know them. It will 
perhaps explain our necessity at the pre- 
sent time. .We are doing our best to help 
an. institution which belongs to the 
Colony and ‘which we hope will long 
flourish in ‘it. \We are grateful to all 


who help at this time. We are grateful 
to Lady May, who, not for the first time, 
has shown her special interest in the 
work carried on at Fairlea. I have seen 
her at a prize-giving there and the hus

Shanghai operatives were placed in 
each ‘department to form the nucleus of 
skilled labour required ‘for improved 
production, Mr, J. Harrop who had 
previously had charge of one of our mills 
in Shanghai, being engaged a8 manager. 
In recommencing work, -we had tu face 
the difficulty of introducing our new 
spinnings and we were also saddled with 
heavy working expenses in the way of 
repairs and renewals. consequent on the 
Jong period during which our machinery 
had been silent. There wero also heavy 
charges for interest and imported labour. 
It was also most unfortunate that just 
as we started, the revolution broke out 
in China, and the yarn trade suffered ; 
from the genera} depression in business! 
which ensued. During the last three 
months, however, of our working period, 
trade improved,-and it is satisfactory to 
know that we had made sufficient pro- 
gress to be able to participate in the:

‘THE CHINESE LOAN 
THE MANY CLAIMS UPON #T.. 


The writer of “The Week’s Finance” 
in the VC. Daily Vetes saya:— 

The obligations that China is bound in 
honour. to liquidate the moment she ob- 
tains money from any source are as fol- 
low: First of all,’ Ths, 12,000,000 ad- 
vanced by the Sextuple Group from Feb- 
ruary to July, -on the distinct under- 
standing that the. Chinese Government 
would sign the loan.with them, including 
this sum in the total amount for which 
the loan is signed.. Tho Chinese Govern- 
ment gave tho banks. treasury billa, due 
at present, and at the oxchange fixed the 
total works out at £1,750,000 sterling. 

Secondly,’ there are amounts due to the 
shipbuilding firms in. England and the 
United States for works executed by them 
cn orders.given by-the Manchu Govern- 
meat but completed during this year, In 
the list’ of their: outstandings furnished 
by them to the Sextuplo Group the Chi- 
nese Government have £700,000° against 
this item, 

Thirdly, there are the Hupeh and Nan- 
king loans of about £300,000 each given 
by the banks to the Viceroys of the two 
proyinees on the authority of Peking 
during the Manchu zégéme. These sums 
have been overdue for some time, and as 
the new Government has undertaken re- 
sponsibility for all the past obligations 
must be paid the moment it obtains 
funds, ; 

Fourthly, there are two loans contract- 
ed at recent dates on the understanding 
that they would be repaid as goon as 
China signed the big loan. The 
Diederichsen loan: of Mks. 5,000,000. and 
the Carlowitz loan of Tis. 6,000,000 came 
under this category. Part. of these 
amounts was received in cash, although 
the major portion consisted of amounts 
duc on arms and ammunition supplied by 
these firms during the revolution. 

Fifthly, the Skoda loan contracted with 
Arohold, Karberg & Co. during the re- 
volution, the moicty of which was receiv- 
ed in cash and the rest in the shapo of 
arms and ammunition, amounts to. about 
£450,000, : 

Sixthly, as the currency loan wag float- 
ed by members of the Group, and as it 
is not likely to be floated by them if tho 
present arrangements are continued, they 
will be entitled to demand repaymont of 
the advance of £400,000 made to tthe Gov- 
ernment last year. It may be remembor- 
ed that £3,000,000 of the currency loan 
were -carmarked. for Manchurian de- 
velopment; and £400,000 was advanced 
for this purpose,’ But as this sum was 
recklessly mis-spent, tho banks refused 
to give a further £600,000 which they had 
promised to pay before the end of last 
year, It may be mentioned, however, 
that under ordinary conditiona the 
Group has authority to float the currency 
loan before April, 1913. 

In the seventh place, the amounts due 
oa. indenmities, which have been out- 
standing since October last, will work out 
at over &2,500,000, The total to be paid 
by Ching on this; account ‘works out 
roughly ot. £250,000 per month. Making | 
due allowance for last- year’s surplus 
from the. Customs revenue and the 
accumulation of Native Csutoms revenue, 
which D:.~Morrison referred to recently, 
would still be outstanding the 
amounts due from Junudry this year. 
“And ax this loan cannot by any means he 
completed before October—if it is to ‘be 
completed at’ all—there will be ‘ten 
months’ account to pay; and £2,500,000 
on this: item would prove rather under 
than over the, mark. 

Lastly, seeing that the Chinese dropped 
the Anglo-Belgian syndicate loan after 
taking an advance. of £1,250,000, the 
syndicate will not have. the leasé, hesita- 
tion, in demanding immediate payment 
of the amount. . Besides, there are a num- 
ber of small Japanese loans, and. small 
German loans, other than those’ we ‘have 
mentioned, mostly for arms supplied dur- 
ing the revolution—the date of payment 
of which is long overdue. Everybody has 
been anxiously waiting for the big loan, 
especially as no security has been given 
besides the bond of the Chinese authori- 
ties, which unfortunately has no. value 
y_atself, : ear by OE, ko 
Further, it is nevessary to state in this 
connection that the ‘merchants, banks and 
other rich Chinese: who helped the now 
Government, both during ‘the siruggle 
and after, now stand badly crippled from 
want of funds. They have ‘been often 
told. that their outstandings would. be 


| cleared as soon as the first loan with the 


foreigner was closed. Trade is badly in 
need of the funds spent on the revolu- 
tion; and if a moiety of the debts of the 

jevernment is nob. paid even after a. 
foreign loan becomes. an ‘actuality, ‘the 
failure may give rise to acute discontent-

What we want in Tibet is tranquillity. 
We have assumed, ‘for the last hali-dozen 
years, that this nerd can be secured by 
simply. folding owr arms and letting 
Chinese, Tibetans, ur any one else do 
exactly as they pleuse. Such an assump- 
tion has been made often and often before ; 
and over and over again, in scores of uther 
places on our Indian frontier, it has 
proved as false as it-has now proved in 
Tranquillity is mot. secured by 
aloofness and lesser aller, It is only 
seeured by well-deliberated plans per- 
sistently pressed by the Central Govern- 
ment und carried itty execution by 
experienced and. sympathetic agents in 
direct personal touch with the people. 

We have no wish or need toannex Tibet 
or declare a definite protectorate over it. 
But we do ‘most emphatically necd such 


jan influence in Tibet as will prevent the 


recurrence of the troubles of the last few 
years. The Chinese have been oxhibit- 
ing a succession of oscillations between 


Bjextreme weakness and excessive aggres, 


sion. The, result has -heen - incessant 
trouble, and to this we imust-put an end. 
For a number of years they used to inform 
us that they had’ not snflicient influence 
with the ‘Mbetans to keep them to the 
treaty engagements which they—the Chin- 
ese—had made with us on behalf of the 
Tibetans. Then suddenly they go to the 
opposite extreme and deal the Tibetans 
such crushing blows that the Dali Lama 
flies to us for proteetion. Yet even then 
no peace results. The Chinese revert to 
their former weakness. The 
rise tu resist, them. 
we hear of the Chinese preparing to use 
furee. : . 

We cannot affurd to let this state of 
things continuc indefinitely, It 3s in- 
human for one thing, and practically it 
affects us’by causing unrest and wneer-
